Bubble Has Burst 


Sheriff’s 
Sale 
of 
Herdlea 
Farms Near New Hope 
Seems Inevitable 


BRICK CO. BLOCKED HIM 


NEW HOPE, July 19 
The Sheriff’s 
sale of the seven farms comprising the 
Herdlea F a r m s Company’s tract, 
in 
Solebury township, has been postpon­ 
ed again. It was advertised to take 
place last Friday, but was put off for 
the fourth 
time. Sheriff Hunsberger 
has not announced the date to which 
the sale is now postponed. 


Nearly a thousand acres of the Sole­ 
bury Valley’s finest land is Involved 
in the sale. The tract was purchased 
by Anderson T. Herd, a New Yorker, a 
few years ago, and extensive improve­ 
ments and alterations started at that 
time. 


Herd’s purchases absorbed farm a f­ 
ter farm. Finally Watson K. Reeder of 
the Eastburn Reeder estate, refused to 
confirm a sale of the Reeder estate 
farms to Herd, disposing of them in­ 
stead to the American Clay Products 
company. 


Herd then dropjied an option on the 
Hugh Miehener farm, after the latter 
had sold his stock and propared to 
vacate. This farm was also taken up 
by 
the brick 
company, 
which 
soon 
formed a solid phalanx of farms to 
the south and west of Herd, shutting 
him off from land entrance into New 
Hope borough, or to the Reading Rail­ 
way 
toward 
which 
he appeared 
be 
reaching out. 
While the Herd headquarters have 
been “ dead” for a year or more past, 
the brick company has employed many 
men, and now has a huge plant nearly 
ready for operation, in the upper end 
of this borough. 
The former Le ar flour

mill« in Lambertville, which Herd also 
purchased, have been idle for more 
than a year, after $30,000 w a f Expend­ 
ed for improved machinery, and there 
is now considerable speculation as to 
how long the present owner will be 
able to prevent a final sheriff's n«ue 
of farms and mills that will eventual­ 
ly place them in the hands of new own­ 
ers. 
Herd, a New York broker, apparent­ 
ly went into the farming business on 
the “ gentleman fa rm e r” plan. A large 
residence which was started for him 
on the Herdlea tract is uncompleted.
